INFLUENZA RISE REPORTED

influenza and pneumonia cases over 
large sections of the United States 
was reported today by medical au- 
thorities. Unseasonably warm 
weather was said by many to be a 
contributing cause. 

New York suffered 299 deaths in 
the last week. The influenza and 
pneumonia death rate in Chicago

Dec. 1. 

Little Rock, Ark., had from 400 
to 500 cases and influenza was noted 
to be on the increase throughout 
Arkansas, but Dr. W. B..

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 — The 
United States entered the naval 


armament race today when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt~announced at his 
ress conference that construction 
would start as soon as possible on 
two new capital battleships as the 
yesult of the failure of conference 
London 
naval treaty of 1930. 

Announcement of American plans 
was withheld until Congress hed 
received the President’s budget mes- 
sage, which contained increased ap- 
propriations for national defense, 
both for the Army and the Navy. 
The two ships, the President esti- 
mated, would cost about $50,000,000 
each, but the cost will: be spread 
over several years. 

The President declared it was 
with deep regret that he had to 
recognize that the American dele- 
gates to the London conference last 
March had found it impossible to 
obtain an agreement for further 
limitation of naval armament. 

Replacements, He Says. 

He made it clear that the United 
States would not be building the two 
new ships if other nations, Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy, 
had not started building first. Yet 
he denied that it was the beginning 
of a naval race. He emphasized the 
point that the two new ships would 
be replacements for the Arkansas, 
‘Texas and New. York, all of which 
will be 26 years old before the new 
vessels aré completed. 

Asked whether a third new veasel 


_ would be constructed to replace the 


third obsolete ship, he replied he 
‘hoped ite construction would not 
be necessary. a 

The President pointed out 
the British had announced 
July that they would start con- 
struction of two battleships this 
year, the first year possible under 
the 1930 treaty. He also said that 
unofficial sources reported France 
and Italy were each building three 
new battleships and Germany two. 

He said that while the new Amer- 
ican vessels would merely be re- 
placements for «bsolete vessels, he 
had hoped that.even replacements 
could have been postponed for 
another period, He said that he 
understood that the British ships 
would cost between $50,000,000 and 
$55,000,000. 

Doesn’t Know Type of Guns. 

Asked if there had been any men- 
tion of 14 and i16-inch guns in 
the March negotiations, the Presi- 
dent said he could not tell because 
he did not know. 

He said that he. hoped there 
would be no difficulty in obtaining 
bids for the new ships because of 
the Walsh-Healy act which requires 
that contractors on Government 
work must abide by NRA _ code 
standards. He said that one of the 
ships would have to be built in 
the Government Navy Yards any- 
way, and added that if difficulties 
arose over bids, both might be con- 
structed there. He said he did not 
know when the. ships would be 
commissioned, what characteristics 
they would have or what ° names 
they would bear. The present 
plans, he explained, were only in 
the rough sketch stage.

The law requires deductions from 
workers’ pay énvelopes, but em- 
ployers have the final liability for 
payment. Officials said there would 
be no attempt to enforce the letter 
of the law if employers chose to 
bear the taxes themselves. ,

as taxes for the employe would be 
considered an increase in salary 
and therefore subject to an ad- 
ditional tax itself. Treasury officials 
said such payment would be legally 
taxable as additional income, but 
that the amounts involved would be 
so small as to make no practical dif- 
ference in total): tax payments.

BERLIN, Jan. 8.—Germany will 
turn over two captured Spanish 
freighters to insurgent Gen. Fran- 
cisco Franco, the Government an- 
nounced today after an offer to ex- 
change the ships for part of the 
cargo and a Spanish passenger on 
an interned German freighter had 
brought no response from the 
Madrid-Valencia government. 

An official statement was issued 
here after the offer, expiring at 8 
a. m., had. been extended several 
hours to allow the Spanish Govern- 
ment extra time to reply if it. de- 
sired.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 — The 
text of President Roosevelt's bud- 
get message to Congress follows: 
To the Congress of the United 


States: 

Pursuant to provisions of law, 
TI transmit herewith the budget of 
the United States Government for 
the fiscal year ending June 3, 
1938, together with this message, 
which is a part thereof. The esti- 
mates have bten developed after 
careful analysis of the revenues, 
obligations and reasonable needs 
of the Government, and I recom- 
mend appropriations for the pur- 
poses specifically detailed herein. 

Part 1 

The programs inaugurated dur- 
ing the last four years to combat 
the depression and to initiate 
many needed reforms have cost 
large sums of money, but the ben- 
efits obtained from them are far 
outweighing all their costs. We 
shall soon be reaping the full ben- 
efits of those programs and shall 
have at the same time a balanced 
budget that will also include pro- 
vision for reduction of the public 
debt. 

Two Objectives in View. 

The fiscal plans of the Federal 
Government for these four years 
have been formulated with two 
objectives in mind. Our first was 
to restore a successful economic 
life to the country, by providing 
greater employment and purchas- 
ing power for the people, by stim- 
ulating a more balanced use of 
our productive capacity, and by 
increasing the national income. 
and distributing it on a wider base 
of prosperity. Our second was to 
gain new advantages of perma- 
nent value for the American peo- 
ple. Both of these objectives can 
be accomplished under a sound 
financial policy. 

Business conditions have shown 
each year since 1933 a marked 
improvement over the preceding 
year. Employment in private in- 
dustry is increasing. - Industrial 
production, factory payrolls and. 
farm prices have steadily-risen. — 

These gains make it possible to 
reduce for the fiscal year 1938 
many expenditures of the Federal 
Government which the general de- 
pression made necessary. Al- 
though we must continue to spend 
substantial sums to provide work 
for those whom industry has not 
yet absorbed, the 1938 budget is 
in balance; and, except for debt 
reduction of $401,515,000, it will re- 
main in balance even if later on 
there are included additional ex- 
penditures of as much as $1,537,- 
123,000 for recovery and relief. We 
expect, moreover, if improvement 
in economic conditions continues 
at the present rate, to be able to 
attain in 1939 a completely bal- 
anced budget, with full provision 
for meeting the statutory require- 
ments for debt reduction. 

Social Security Act. 

In carrying out this policy the 
American people are obtaining 
lasting benefits. Economic pro- 
tection of the aged and physically 
handicapped is being secured 
through the operations of the So- 
cial Security Act. ‘Ability of the 
farmer to obtain a more constant 
livelihood has been enhanced. by 
the enactment of legislation espe- 
cially designed for that purpose. 
The home owner has been bene- 
fited through the financing of 
mortgages at reasonable rates of 
interest. Investors in securities 
are being given a larger measure 
of protection by the Securities an 
Exchange Act. The market for 
corporate securities has been re- 
stored and industry has been able 
to finance its long-term require- 
ments-on a rable basis, The 
rights of labor are being materi- 
ally advanced through operation 
of the National Labor Relations 
Act. 
Relief Put at $1,537,123,000. 

I plan to submit at a later date 
an estimate of appropriation for 
additional relief for the 
year 1938, which I hope will not 
exceed the amount of $1,537,123,

ment, the normal growth of the 
country naturally reflects itself 
in increased costs of government. 
Many of the old functions and du- 
ties of government naturally cost 
more as the industrial and ag- 
ricultural activities to which they 
are related expand in volume.

I propose shortly to submit to

The carrying out of such 
a plan will undoubtedly result in 
some saving in expenditures; but 
it must be remembered that what 
is generally known as overhead 
represents only a small fraction 
of total] expenditures in any large 
business, government or private. 
Pay-as-You-Go Plan. 
Expenditures must be planned 
with a view to the national 
needs; and no expansion of gov- 
ernment activities should be au- 
thorized unless the necessity for 
such expansion has been definite- 
ly determined and funds are avail- 
able to defray the cost. In other 
words, if new legislation imposes 
any substantial increase in expen- 
ditures either in the expansion of 
existing or the creation of new 
activities, it becomes a matter of 
sound policy simultaneously to 
provide new revenue sufficient to 
meet the additiona] cost. The suc- 
cess of such a policy can be as- 
sured only through the full and 
friendly co-operation of the Con- 
gress and the executive. Of this. 
co-operation I am confident.

Recommendations on Taxes.

that the Congress take steps by 
suitable legislation to extend the

Postal receipts.—The , estimates 
of appropriations for the postal 
service included in the 1938 budg- 
et are predicated upon the con- 
tinuance during that fiscal year 
of the 3-cent postage rate for 
first-class mail other than for 
local delivery; While the Govern- 
ment makes a profit on first-class 
mail, the postal service is not self- 
supporting because it carries oth- 
er classes of mail at a consider- 
able loss. It should be the def- 
Inite policy of the Government 
to operate the postal service out 
of postal receipts, and a contin- 
uation of the 3-cent rate will be 
a necessary step toward the ac- 
complishment of this purpose.

PEIPING, Jan. 8.—Lu Ju-hsin, 32 
years old, Chinese. narcotic peddiler; 
was shot today in public ceremonies 
—the first man to be executed in 
North China’s campaign against 
habit-forming drugs. 

Lu was arrested last night as he 
rode his bicycle through the north 
gate of the city, carrying * ounces 


The execution, carried out near 
the municipal garbage dump, was 
preceded by a long procession 
through the city’s streets. Shackled 
to'a cart, the man was dragged be- 
hind the procession, while buglers 
sounded frequent calls. “Police car- 
ried posters telling of the con- 
demned dealer’s crime. . 

Before a crowd of 10,000, Lu was 
carried to » thé execution ground. 
Half-frozen, he was forced to” his 
knees in front of a soldier, An of- 
ficer gave a command, . The soldier 
placed his revolver at the back of 
Lu’s head and fired a single shot: 
Then he picked up the body, fhrew 
it in the cart, and the procession 
started for the potters’ field for 
burial. 

Hundreds of policemen guarded 
the route of the parade, enforcing 
ja strict order against photograph- 
ing the execution. 

One hundred prisoners, mostly 
coolies and beggars, were dragged 
out of Peiping’s opium dens last 
night. 

Official estimates have placed the 


‘total of users of opium or other 


narcotics in Peiping at 100,000. 

Persons close to Sung, said he 
was inclined to be lenient toward 
addicts who expressed willingness 
to undergo treatment. Such peni- 
tents, it was said, may receive 
prison sentences instead of being 
executed.

NEW .YORK, Jan. 8&—In quest 
of millions in sunken gold, Simon 
Lake, 70 years old, trickled half a 
dozen rusty coins through his fin- 
gers today. 

“Nickels,” he murmured, “Nickels 
and dimes and junk!”

far for his three-year search for 


the wreck of* the British frigate 
H , lying 12 fathoms deep in 
Heligate—at the bottom of New 
York’s East River—where the ship 
sank in 1780. 

The Hussar is said to have had 
$4,800,000 in gold, and silver specie 
aboard. 

In cold cash, Lake has retrieved 
$3.87 from suction pumps delving in 
the muddy river bed for the hulk of 
the long-buried treasure ship. The 
oldest of the coins is dated 1914. 

Part of the junk Lake’s pumps 
have drawn up include a segment of 
false teeth, a cheap ‘watch, a pair 
of brass knuckles, a stickpin and 
a badly eroded pearl-handled jack- 
knife. 

“I’m pretty sure I’ve located the 
wreck,” he said, “but it is buried un- 
der mud and tar and it may be 
weeks before we strike the hulk 
iteelf.” 

Early searchers failed, he said, be- 
cause they had no pumps or other 
modern equipment. They went 
down with a shovel and a crowbar 
and could stay down only 40 min- 
utes a day.

WASHINGTON, - Jan. 8.—Presi- : 


dent Roosevelt recommended today 
that Congress. appropriate $30,000,- 
000 for the next fiscal year to start 
flood control projects authorized in 
an omnibus. act last session. His 
annual budget message contained 
no reference to specific projects. 

The suggested $30,000,000, of’ 
which the President estimated $20,- 
000,000 would be spent in the year 
beginning next July 1, was part of 
a total of $143,322,101 recommended 
for flood control and rivers and 
harbors improvement _ projects 
thorughout the nation, representing 
an increase of $7,572,101 over the 
total appropriated for the current 
year. ~ 

The total included also $22,500,000 
recommended to continue flood 
control work on the Mississippi 
River under the plan adopted by 
Congress in 1928 and amended last 
year by the Overton Act. The re- 
maining $90,822,101 would be used 
for rivers and harbors improve- 
ments on projects previously au- 
thorized by Congress.

ing before my eyes. The manner 
in which the chink. between my 
vocal cords opened.and shut and 
moved with phonation filled .me 

with wonder.” J
